The family’s connection 
with the firm contlnucd until: some 
years after it had opened a branch in 
Hongkong Jn the Fifties; In on old 
directory of*the Colony, dated 1860, 
the name of Warren Delano appears 
as one of the resident ‘partners of 
Russell and Company in Hongkong, 
but otherwise there ts not much 
known of his perlod of activity out 
here.

“Any farmer ‘In’ the Emjptre’ 
ean now post to Rothmasted 
Experimental Station, Harpen- 
cen, England, speciments of 
crop failure for examination. In 
due course he will receive a re- 
port indicating with mathe- 
matical precision the chemical 
defleiencies that resulted — in 
failure. 

Experiments — have proved that 
failure is often duc to the presence or 
absence of minor elements of the soll, 
some stood for growth, some bad, 

For example, a lack of minute 
amounts of. boron has been found to 
produce the swede and turnip disease 
known as “brown heart” in, Canida 
und "mottle heart" In New Zealand. 
In South Austrulin, a discase lke 
“grey speck" has uffected barley. 
crops deficient [n manganese. 

Ash Spectroscoped . 

Plants sent to Rothamsted for 
dingnos!s are burned and the ‘ash ts 
made incandescent. “The spectroscope 
then ‘records photographically the 
chemical constituents of the ash. 
These photopraphs reveal the pre-e 
sence or absen¢e of minor elements 
that arsist or retard healthy srowth. 

From the report, which comes 
back to him, the farmer will know 
what steps he must take to rectify 
the condition of his soil.
